The above picture is taken 
from designs prepared by the 
South San Francisco Land and 
Improvement Company’s en¬ 
gineers, and represents the 
adopted scheme for the com¬ 
ply? i development of our water 
front. The engineers employed 
in these designs are Haviland 
& Tibbetts of San Francisco 
and C. H. Kane and B. W. Sey¬ 
mour of Chicago. 

The work is to be done in 
units. The first unit is to be 
carried into effect at once, and 
will be completed this year. It 
consists in redredging to its 
full length the old channel, the 
completion and strengthening 
of the bulkhead from the east¬ 
erly edge of the Fuller plant 
to the head of the canal, the 
replacement of the ferry land¬ 
ing for the use of all railroads 
and the building of various 
wharves and an oil pumping 
station for delivering fuel oil 
through pipe lines direct from 
oil boats to our various indus¬ 
tries. The extension of the 


Pacific Coast Steel Company’s 
trackage direct to the canal, 
also the filling in with earth 
and silt of all the low land be¬ 
tween the town and packing¬ 
house, including the sink 
alongside of Grand avenue and 
between the railroad and the 
San Bruno road. The per¬ 
manent maintenance of the 
canal has been provided for in 
the funds appropriated for this 
first unit. In addition to the

RESOLUTION OF INTENTION NO. 18. 

A Resolution of the Board of Trustees 
of the City of South San Francisco 
Declaring' Its Intention to Improve 
Cypress Avenue Between the North 
Line of Miller Avenue and the South 
Line of Armour Avenue, Lux Avenue 
Between the East Line of Linden 
Avenue and the West Line of Cypress 
Avenue, Lux Avenue Between the 
East Line of Cypress Avenue and the 
West Line of San Bruno Road, Cali¬ 
fornia Avenue Between the East Line 
of Linden Avenue and the West Line 
of Cypress Avenue, California Avenue 
Between the East Line of Cypress 
Avenue and the West Line of San 
Bruno Road, Fine Avenue Between the 
East Line of Linden Avenue and the 
West Line of Cypress Avenue, and 
Fine Avenue Between the East Line 
of Cypress Avenue and the West Line 
of San Bruno Road. 

Resolved by the Board of Trustees of 
the City of South San Francisco, that 
public interest and convenience require 
and that it is the intention of the 
Board of Trustees of the City of South 
San Francisco to order the following 
street work to be done in said city, to- 
wit: 

That that portion of Cypress Avenue 
between the north line of Miller Avenue 
and the south line of Armour Avenue, 
including all intersections of streets 
and alleys, and that portion of Lux 
Avenue between the east line of Linden 
Avenue and the west line of Cypress 
Avenue and that portion of Lux Avenue 
between the east line of Cypress Ave¬ 
nue and the west line of San Bruno 
Road and that portion of California 
Avenue between the east line of Linden 
Avenue and the west line of Cypress 
Avenue and that portion of California 
Avenue between the east line of Cypress 
Avenue and the west line of San Bruno 
Road and that portion of Pine Avenue 
between the east line of Linden Avenue 
and the west line of Cypress Avenue 
and that portion of Pine Avenue be¬ 
tween the east line of Cypress Avenue 
and the west line of San Bruno Road 
be improved by regrading to official 
grade from curb line to curb line; also 
by the construction of concrete gutters 
on each side of each of said streets or 
avenues, except where such gutters 
have already been constructed; also by 
laying and constructing four (4) inch 
lateral sewers between the main sewer 
and curb line in such places as are 
shown for such sewers on the plans 
heretofore adopted for said work; also 
by constructing an asphaltic concrete 
pavement consisting of an a^rhaltic 
concrete surface one and one-haH (1%) 
inches in thickness laid on a <x>ncrete 
foundation four (4) inches in thickness. 

All work herein provided for shall be 
done to official grade and in accordance 
with the special plans and specifications 
heretofore adopted by said Board of 
Trustees for doing said work and now 
on file in the office of the City Clerk, 
to which reference is hereby made for 
further description of said work. 

The Board of Trustees under the 
authority conferred upon it by the pro¬ 
visions of that certain act of the Legis¬ 
lature of the State of California, ap¬ 
proved April 7th, 1911, and known as 
the “Improvement Act of 1911,” deter¬ 
mines and declares that serial bonds 
shall be issued to represent the cost of 
said proposed improvements; said bonds 
shall be serial, extending over a period 
of nine (9) years from the second day 
of January next succeeding their date, 
and shall be issued to represent assess¬ 
ments of Twenty-five (25) Dollars or 
more remaining unpaid for thirty (30) 
days after the date of the warrant 
issued to the contractor, or five (5) 
days after the decision of said Board 
of Trustees on an appeal; an even an¬ 
nual proportion of the principal sum of 
each bond shall be payable, by coupon, 
on the second day of January of each 
year after its date and until the whole 
is paid, and interest shall be payable 
semi-annually by coupon on the second 
days of January and July, respectively, 
of each year at the rate of seven (7) 
per cent per annum on all sums unpaid 
until the whole of said principal anti 
interest is paid and said bonds shall be 
issued in accordance with the provisions 
of said “Improvement Act of 1911.” 

“The Enterprise,” a weekly newspaper 
printed, published and circulated in the 
City of South San Francisco, is hereby 
designated as the newspaper in which 
this Resolution of Intention shall be 
published, and the City Clerk is hereby 
directed to cause this Resolution of re¬ 
tention to be published by two (2) in¬ 
sertions in the manner and form re¬ 
paired by said “Improvement Act of 
1911.” 

The Superintendent of Streets shall, 
immediately, cause to be conspicuously 
posted along the line of said contem¬ 
plated work and improvement and in 
front of till the property liable to be 
assessed, notices of the passage of this 
Resolution of Intention, in the manner 
and form required by said “Improve¬ 
ment Act of 1911.” 

All of the herein proposed work shall 
be done in pursuance of an Act of the 
Legislature of the State of California, 
designated as the "Improvement Act of 
1911,” approved April 7th, 1911. and 
the amendments thereto.

A resolution appointing Clerk W. J.

QUEEN MARY’S PANTRY. 

Among the famous pantries of the 
world is that of Queen Mary at 
Windsor. This pantry comprises two 
rooms of no great dimensions, but it 
contains treasures in the form of 
plate and household articles that are 
valued at more than a million pounds 
sterling. Many of these possess his¬ 
toric interest. For example, there is 
a conspicuous exhibit in the form- of 
a table of solid silver. This is nearly 
a yard in length, and its top, with an 
area of several square feet, bears the 
royal arms and exquisitely chased de¬ 
signs of the symbolic rose, thistle, 
harp, etc. Every reign since that of 
Elizabeth has contributed to this 
table a design of some sort. 

The most imposing of all the daz¬ 
zling array of plate is the so-called 
gold dinner service for occasions of 
the highest state. 

The walls of the two rooms of this 
royal pantry, the larger of which is 
thirty feet by sixteen feet, and the 
smaller a square of sixteen feet, are 
lined with cases of plate glass and 
mahogany, and in these and similar 
cases, occupying the center of each 
room, are some of the most extra¬ 
ordinary examples of art in gold, 
sliver and precious stones that the 
world has ever seen. 

There are tall, graceful epergnes, 
each of which would tax the strength 
of two men to lift it; there are dishes 
in gold and silver, any one of which 
would be too heavy to run away 
with; dainty toilet services in gold 
and silver, candelabra, communion 
services, flagons, vases, punch bowls, 
wine coolers, fountains and fonts, in 
silver, wrought in designs of great 
beauty by the most skillful of artists. 

The most beautiful of all these, it 
is said, is the Nautilus vase, fash¬ 
ioned. it is claimed, out of pearl, 
gold and silver by the hands of Ben¬ 
venuto Cellini himself, although it 
bears the name of an artist of Nur¬ 
emberg, Nicholas Schmidt. The shell, 
which is of pearl, mounted in silver 
and gold of the most delicate chasing, 
is poised on the shoulders of a 
superbly mounted horseman, and 
above the pearl shell another figure 
is throned. 

Another marvel of workmanship is 
the rosewater fountain, in silver, with 
its dome supported by columns, 
around which are grouped horses and 
hounds. 

In point of interest it would be 
difficult to picture any article of the 
kind more artistically perfect than 
the silver-gilt flagon that was rescued 
from the armada more than 300 years 
| ago. This flagon is a yard high and 
its value runs far into the thousands. 

One of the historic bits that are 
highly prized is a quaint pair of bel¬ 
lows, mounted in silver and gold, that 
once belonged to Nell Gwynn. There 
are ponderous silver “firedogs” of the 
time of Charles II, and near by is an 
enormous punch bowl, contributed by 
George IV as an example of the art 
of Flaxman.

THE GOOD ROADS 
OFSAN MATEO 

(By F. L. Eksward.) 

The Pacific Golf and Motor, the 
official organ of the California State 
Automobile Association, in its April 
issue publishes the second install¬ 
ment of information prepared by the 
San Mateo County Development As¬ 
sociation relative to the system of 
good roads which the Peninsula now 
enjoys. The first number appeared 
in the January number and was en¬ 
titled “San Mateo and Its Highways,” 
which was written by Frank L. Eks¬ 
ward, secretary of the San Mateo 
County Development Association. 
This article took in the entire scope 
of the county. The more recent 
article discusses the coastside, a 
heretofore more or less neglected 
portion of the Peninsula. 

The April issue of this periodical 
contains the story of San Mateo 
county’s highways, which word de¬ 
scription critics declare to be the best 
explanation of San Mateo county’s 
progress in road construction ever 
attempted. 

The following excerpts should be 
read by every taxpayer and autoist in 
the county: 

“A portion of San Mateo county, 
which has been neglected more or 
less, is now overjoyed because of the 
building of a good chain of roads in 
its midst is now under actual con¬ 
struction. Boulevards have long been 
the dream of the historic coastside, 
which includes the following com¬ 
munities: Salada, Montara, Farra- 

lone, Moss Beach, Princeton, Granada, 
Halfmoon Bay and Pescadero. 

“A wonderful coastside country 
that is practically a part of San 
Francisco, having scenery and re¬ 
sources that only a handful of Cali¬ 
fornians know, will soon be viewed 
by the countless autoists who are 
eagerly awaiting the completion of the 
highways. This, together with the 
proposed electric line of the Ocean 
Shore Railroad, will greatly aid the 
county in finally coming into its own. 
The huge extent of the task of road 
building here can be realized when it 
is taken into consideration that 
original grades of 18 to 24 per cent 
are being cut down so that they do 
not exceed 6 per cent at any one point. 

“While a perfect chain of boule¬ 
vards in the midst of a beautiful 
country is pleasing in the extreme to 
autoists, the true reason for highway 
improvement is really on the ground 
of commercial value. It is well known 
that good roads pay dividends and in 
the long run represent an excellent 
investment. There is a great com¬ 
mercial side to San Mateo county 
which financial experts and investors 
are not overlooking. 

“The roads were built for the ex¬ 
press purpose of increasing the 
county’s population and valuation. 
There is an agricultural side of San 
Mateo county that is being benefited 
by road construction.” 

C. O. Ellingwood, general manager 
of the Peninsula Rapid Transit Com¬ 
pany, promises to have on hand for : 
public inspection one of his beautiful J 
motor buses before the week is over. 

This motor bus line, which will op¬ 
erate between San Francisco and San , 
Mateo, will probably be in operation ; 
not later than May 15th. The com¬ 
pany plans to have a half hourly 
schedule. Seven buses will be in op¬ 
eration. The cars are electric lighted 
and heated and are most luxurious. 
Each bus has a seating capacity of 
twenty-four.
